Dear  Sira : 


May  6,  1960,  .1  saw  my  first  chance  to  take  a photo- 
graph of  the  moon  since  my  purchase  of  a pair  of  Taylor 
7x50  binoculars  to  fit  my  new  cont-aflex  I single  lens 
reflex  35mm  camera.  ■'•he  night  (time  -of  shooting  was 
between  9;o0  PM  and  10:00  PM)  seemed  to  he  hazy,  but, 
because  w-'  V)adn*t  had  clcir  sky  since  I bought  my  camera, 

I tried  it  an:/wiy. 

The  we  ither  report  for  th.  it  day  wis:  62-52  degrees 
Fahrenheit,  md  0.61  inches  of  lain. 

Using  the  lidmund  Scientific  Co.  binocul  ir-to-camera 
adipter,  1 set  the  c Amera  focus  at  infinity  and  twisted 
the  right  <‘yepiece  of  ttie  binoculars  fully  counter- 
clockwise (for  greater  telescopic  rmge).  Then,  to 
focus  the  rroon,  I tvvisted  the  centx-il  focus  wheel  on  the 
binocul  irs  until  the  split  image  in  my  rangefinder 
indicated  connect  focus. 

Since  1 was  beginning  to  take  photos  with  such 
elaborate  equipment,  I had  alwa7/'S  kept  recoi‘ds  of  each 
shot. 

I took  four  photos  that  night  with  Kodak  Tri-X  Pan 
35mm  film;  three  of  v/riich  were  of  the  moon,  and  one  of  a 
star.  The  first  was  shot  at  P5.6  (5’5.6  is  required  opening 
■with  bihoculars)  for  l/l25th  sec.,  the  second  was  taken 
at  F5.6  for  l/250th  sec.,  the  third  was  taken  at  F5.6 
for  l/60th  sec.  The  one  of  the  star  was  blank,  so  we *11 
forget  it. 

The  first  picture  rt?vealed  only  a very  fuzzy  image 
of  the  moon,  thus  we  rr.  ly  remove  it  from  discussion  along 
with  frame  /■<!:.  The  second  frame  s’-ov/s  the  moon  clearer 
( c*  ..3 1 r?r  speed)  ar'.d  a 1.30  rov  -als  3 positively  foreign  images 
in  the  shipo  of  cigars*  These  objects  seem  to  be  in  flying 
formation,  the  top  one  being  eitr.or  the  closest' or  largest, 
another  object  is  possibly  shov/n  it  the  fir  i*lght  of  the 

second  frame.  'That  I mean  by  possibly  is  that  it*s  so 
smill  that  it  could  be  jl  scr a tch  '6‘r'"'!i”’ picture  of  dust 
on  th^  cam-  ra  lens.  Tfm  certain  that  the  other  thr-'c 
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auout  IS  f(vr  away  the  TTioon, 


The  third  frame  makes  me  even  more  positive.  The 


moon  is  'olur  ed  (from  slow  shutter  speed  and  poor  f oous ) , 
but  in  the  far,  lower  left  o:‘  the  frame,  another  object 
with  the  same  feat\ires  as  the  objects  in  the  second 
frame  is  pictured.  This  object  is  much  larger,  or  much 
closer,  than  the  rest.  ill  of  these  objects  are  not  in 
exact  focus,  of  course,  out,  as  you  c jn  see  from  the 
enclosed  pictures  and  negatives,  they  are  more  distingulshahl 
than  a bug  would  be  if  it  were  on  the  lens. 

You'll  notice,  also,  tv/o  dots  just  above  the  large 
object  in  frame  #3  and  above  a few  of  the  ot  ers;  upon 
inspecting  the  negitive  under  maglnf ication  7 times,  I 
found  that  all  of  the  objects  v;ere  under  2 dots. 


For  your  convenience,  I've  included  in  outline  of 
the  dat 1 and  several  pictures.  I have  decided  to  include 
the  negative,  since  I have  no  further  use  for  it. 

I would  deeply  appreci ite  i reply  as  to  the  validity 
of  rny  findings.

1*  Analysis  of  the  negatives  and  prints  reveals  that  the  objects  In 
question  are  apparently  a series  of  street  lights  similar  to  those 
previously  seen  with  other  reports  of  this  nature  wherein  a light  with 
a shade,  reflecting  on  a window,  creates  an  elliptical  shape  with  a 
strong  white  »bump’*  in  the  central  portion.  A situation  similar  to 
that  mentioned  in  report  was  reconstructed  and  it  was 

found  that  by  varying  the  angle  of  the  window  through  which  the 
photos  had  to  be  taken  the  street  lights  would  appear  as  seen  in  the 
three  attached  negatives*  It  might  €LLso  be  stated  that  to  get  the 
images  in  the  sequence  in  which  they  appear,  the  window  would  have  to 
be  opened  slightly  more  for  each  subsequent  e^osvire*  ^
